The campaigns donductej In the 
various provinces ot Western Canada 
on behalf of tne good roads movement 
are generally beginning to baar fruit 
and those pioneets Wuo some years 
ago realized that the permanent de¬ 
velopment of the country waa depend¬ 
ent on the provision of good roada are 
being repaid for the years of earnest 
work and time spent in a voluntary ef¬ 
fort to teach the rural communities 
the value of first class roads between 
the farms and the neighboring towns 
where they carry the produce of their 
farms for transport over the railroad 
to the market centres 

In moat country districts one day a 
week la set apart for a visit to the 
town and before the days of better 
roads, farmers were content to plow- 
through mud axle deep and strain 
their horses in covering a trip that 
with conditions Improved ss far aa the 
grading and ditching of the roads is 
concerned would be only a pleasure 
Jaunt of half an hour or more depend- 
l lug on the distance that the farm is 
situated from the town. 

There are yet many parts of the 
country where the good roads move¬ 
ment has not yet been born, and 
fanners and townsmen are content to 
travel only when the roads are dry 
and allow their business to be depend 
ent on the weather being fine and 
the roads fit to travel. Thla is the 
csso not only In the thinly settled 
| ilrttrlcts, but also in districts where 
i Urge cities and towns should warrant 
every effort being made to provide 
good trunk roada over which the 
farmer can bring in hia produce and 
the rrsidetita can go out on their trips 
into the country. 

The marketing of the crop over poor 
roads means a loss to the farmers that 
If put Into cold figures and capitalized 
every year, would In the course of ten 
years provide a sum large enough to 
build a permanent roadway clear 
across the length and breadth of 
Western Canada. Actual figures show¬ 
ing this loss have not been complied 
for tho wqptern proinres, but in the 
United States where the good roads 
movement has reached a climax and 
millions of dollars are being spent to 
Improve the highways, an effort was 
made to show the cost of poor roads in 
concrete form. Some of the result* 
of these investigations can ba gained 
from the following extracts: 

One county la the aouth, spent $100, 
ooo in five years in building perman¬ 
ent roads, and within two years after 
tho Improvements were commenced 
the annual tonnage over the roads hail 
Increased 45 per cent, and the yearly 
profit due to the improved roada waa 
141,000, or more than 41 per cent, of 
the entire coat of the road. Improve¬ 
ments- , 

Upon one road alone, a distance of 
twelve miles, the expenditure for road 
Improvement waa 128.000 and the sav¬ 
ing In the coet of hauling waa esti¬ 
mated to be fully 814,000 per year, or 
50 per cent, of the entire cost. 

It la also a well established fact 
that market prices vary at different 
seasons of the year and with the un¬ 
reliable roads that we have In prac¬ 
tically most of the districts the farm¬ 
er cannot take advantage of the mar¬ 
ket If the roada have suffered from a 
rainstorm on the previous day. This 
means dollars and cents to the pro¬ 
gressive farmer and la quite sufficient 
In a rainy season to make the opera¬ 
tions on the farm unprofitable where¬ 
as If a good road existed the state of 
tho weather would not have auch an 
Injurious effect on the transportation 
department. 

Those responsible for the running of 
a railroad fully realize that they must 
keep their steel roads In such shape 
that traffic movement Is possible at 
any time and If the farmers would 
realise that the railroads are depend¬ 
ent on the produce of the farm to give 
them the necessary loads to make the 
railroad a paying concern, they would 
begin to reallso that something might 
be done to bring about a saving in 
freight rates If they would co-operate 
In an effort to bring their freight to 
the rail at all times and not only when 
the present mud road waa In good 
enough condition to carry half a load 
In place of the full load that should be 
carried. Every extra team that the 
farmer is compelled to tako off the 
work on the farm for the purpose of 
hauling hla produce to town over n 
poor road, means a heavy lost if to¬ 
talled up at the end of the year at 

Labor and Prohibition 

The liquor traffic la the greatest 
enemy of labor- 

Facts ahow It beyond question. Take 
the United States where prohibition 
has been enforced In many states for 
years past and where figures showing 
the results are available 

In the prohibition states In ten 
years there haa been an Increwsp of 53 
In the number of wage earn¬ 
ers. In the non-prohlbltlon states 
thers has been an Increase of only 38.7 
per cent. 

In the prohibition states In ten 
years the quantity of goods manufac¬ 
tured increased by 118.3 per cent ; In 
non-prohlbltlon states the Increase 
j was only 73.7 per cent- 

In the prohibition states In ten 
years the wages paid to labor In¬ 
creased 103 per cent.; In the non- 
prohlbltlon states the increase was 
only 61 per cent. 

These figures ahow beyond refuta¬ 
tion what prohibition doe* for the 
working man.

It la a matte.- of common observa¬ 
tion that where any community passes 
irom a condition dominated by bad 
roads, to one cnaractei ized by good 
roads, land values in that community 
advance. Prior to any ruad Improve¬ 
ment in one province fcn particular, 
the average price of laad was from 
>8 to 818 per acre. After road tin 
provemeots bad been completed the 
value of the land had Increased to ai. 
average of 814 to 825 per acre. An 
instance In point of the effect of goou 
roads may be cited in the case of a 
farmer who fought the good roads 
movement which some of his more 
progressive neighbors were anxious to 
put through- Hla farm was offered for 
sale prior to the good roods move¬ 
ment for 81.800. but so much dl l the 
good roods improve the look of hia 
[arm and to easy of access to the 
1 town did It moke it that he has since 
' refused an offer ot 83,000 for the farm 
1 that he would have taken 81.800 for. 

Another feature of the good roada 
movement that should receive the 
I greatest attention from the municipal 
'authorities Is the after maintenance of 
a road after it haa once been built. 
In many instances it seems to be the 
1 case that the councillors consider 
the.r responsibility ends as for as the 
good rood la concerned, with the ac¬ 
tual construction, whereas the most 
■ important part of the whole business 
should be the arter maintenance 
Thousands of dollars hsvo been spent 
on roada in the three western prov¬ 
inces owing to the fart that thla after- 
maintenance waa not provided for and 
i until the municipalities are prepared 
to Incorporate this part of the work 
in their program for good roads then 
they will do better to leave the roads 
alone until they are prepared to do 
so. 

The state of Pennsylvania U.8.A.. 
has realized the urgency of this and 
has made arrangement* to pul all the 
good roads under a patrol system. The 
plan Is to embrace forty-six coun¬ 
ties. which will be in the care of JS»8 : 
men, who will assume the responoT^II- , 
ity of keeping the highways In re-1 
| pair. Their wages will run from 15 to j 
i 20 cents an hour, according to the 
i rate of wages paid In tha districts in 
which they work According to the ! 
old system It costs srmo.ooO annually to t 
do what the rood officials expect to do | 
for 8120.000 or 885 per mile under the 
new patrol system- 

Each man will have a certain num¬ 
ber of miles In a given district to take 
care of. If the woik is satisfactory 
done tben the one man will receive 
the credit and If the work la hot well 
done then there will be but the one 
man to get after for any poor work. 
The necessary tools and equipment 
will be furnished each man of the 
road patrol by the counties employ¬ 
ing them and they will be expected to 
moke dally reporta to the county sup- 
tnteadent who will make out their 
•me sheets and pay rolia for the num¬ 
ber of hours they have worked. 

Under thla system, the minute a 
small hole appears in the road sur¬ 
face It will be fixed by the patrol in¬ 
stead of being left In the old vfay until 
the road got into such condition aa to 
make It necessary to practically re¬ 
build It over the stretch. 

The Manitoba Good Roada Associa¬ 
tion haa fbr the last five or six years 
been doing splendid work for the good 
roads caused by promoting an annual 
split log drag competition, giving 
prizes for the best kept section and 
In every other way possible boosting 
the promotion of good dirt roads. This 
year's competition is the biggest that 
has been conducted under the aus¬ 
pices of the association and comprises 
over ninety miles of mad In the east¬ 
ern part of the province. In addition 
to this, subsidiary branches of the as¬ 
sociation have been formed at Emer¬ 
son and Dauphin and s split log drag 
competition Inaugurated In each dis¬ 
trict with the Manitoba Good Roads 
association's officers acting as 
Judges. , 

It is the Intention to spread this 
good roada movement nil over Mani¬ 
toba as quickly as possible by the for¬ 
mation of the good roads districts and 
the provincial government will be 
asked to support the movement by the 
appointment of some representative 
who will travel through the province 
for the purpose of organizing the dif¬ 
ferent municipalities Into good roads 
districts and Instructing them as to 
the use of the split log drag.

No Parallel la Found for the Murder 
of Mlee Cevell 

Sir John A. miuou, British home 
aecrpury and former allot ucy general. 
In the course of an Interne*, aeoai 
ed that the Into of Ldtto Cave It, exe¬ 
cuted by thd uermau authorities at 
Uiuasela had. and could have, no par¬ 
allel In the records of Great liriuln'a 
treatment or persona accused of mili¬ 
tary iflcuses. Uvea in rases of clear¬ 
ly proven esploLage, Great Britain 
has, according to the home secretary, 
meted out to women no sentence or 
dealfc. 

"No woman,- said' he, -who baa 
been tried for auy military offence 
In this country has suffered the 
death penalty since tho war began, 
or has ever beau sentenced to death 
In Ibis country e women, whatever 
her nationality la always tried by a 
civil court. 

The home secretary explained that 
evident differences existed In condl 
tlooa in Belgium and In conditions 
in England, and In occupied'teriltory 
■ like Beigluih the administration of 
tha law was expected to be slightly 
different. w 

-But," he, continued, “the Caveli 
case was not some sudden discovery 
calling for a drum-head court martial 
on lite field of battle. This was 
Brussels, wuerc the Germans claim 
to have established an orderly gov¬ 
ernment, comparable with their gov¬ 
ernment at home, and buva appoint¬ 
ed there a civil governor." 

Questioned regarding th methods 
of dealing with military accusations 
against women in Kngiand, the 
home secretary replied: 

"In the first place, th*’ accused 
person Is brought before a tribunal 
which bolds a .*relimlnary Inquiry, 
taking a summary of me evidence. 
The accused la always assisted by a 
lawyer, and a complete record of the 
evidence, oral and documentary, la 
given to the accused, who is then 
allowed an interval to prepare for 
defence. 

"If the accused la a woman, the 
trial always takes place before a civil 
tribunal; If a man. be has the right 
to claim trial before a civil court. 
Instead of by court martial. If he 
Is a British subject. At the trial, 
whether military or civil, the lawyers 
fur t)M defence have me sauio op¬ 
portunities given the accused at In 
the ordinary course of peace times." 

The secretary said that there had 
beet* no cases In England pietiatly 
similar to thnt/>f Miss Caveli, but In 
cases of espionage, where the proof of 
guilt was indubitable and over¬ 
whelming. the same traditional priv¬ 
ileges were allowed the accused. 

"In the last cuse involving a wo¬ 
man in this country," aald M, the 
offender was of German birth, 
though technically the subject of 
auot ier country owing to manias \ 
She waa acting In aasoctat-on. with 
a* male spy and waa detected travel¬ 
ling to various points In order to 
collect Information abont- the navy 
defeuces. The evidence against her 
was overwhelming and did not de¬ 
pend solely on witnesses, but situ 
on documents In her possession and 
letters written by ber and her asso¬ 
ciate. 

“Going through the preliminary 
procedure, as previously described, 
she was tried in September by three 
civil Judges of our high court and 
a Jury, and was convicted, not of 
harboring German soldiers, but of 
deliberate, persistent spying for tho 
punaosc of providing the enemy with 
Important inronii.ii Ofl Htff male 
companion was condemned to d?ath 
She waa sentenced to ten years' Im¬ 
prisonment." 

Sir John explalced that. In addi¬ 
tion to the privileges for an ade¬ 
quate defence already mentioned, an j 
opportunity was atways given for 
reconsidering sentence. In the case 
of a court mart la', reconsideration 
always took place lri a civil court 
in such a case as that mentioned 
the condemned person had Gie privi¬ 
lege of appealing to the court ad 
criminal appeal and for reconsidera¬ 
tion by the homo secretary, who 
would advise as to the prerogative 
of mercy. In the particular case re 
ferred to the woman did not appeal. 

The home secretary was asked 
what cognisance was taken by the 
Brit ah government of inquiries by 
neutral diplomats In this country in 
connection with trials for espionage 
or similar offences. To thla ha re¬ 
plied: 

"In any case when the accused 
claimed to have connection with a 
neutral country we have not waited 
for application to be made to ua 
We have thought it right to give the 
neutral embassy Information of the 
arrest. 

"It has happened that In several 
cases the accused was carrying what 
ue alleged to he a United States pass 
port. In such cases, as In others, 
the American embassy-lias been con¬ 
sulted and solicitors, as counsel for 
tun (lefenca, have been retained, with

The letter from Mr. Dewey reads as 
follows: , 

"Mr. P. H. Dorset!, of tha office of 
seed and plant Introduction of thla de¬ 
partment, has referred to me that por 
tlon of your letter regarding Riga 
flaxseed in which you kindly offer to 
forward some of this seed to us for 
trial. 1 have replied to Mr Doraett 
that we should be very glad to try 
about five pounds of this seed. If you 
can spare that amounu In our flax- 
fibre trials next spring. 

Of course, there Is some uncertain¬ 
ty as to whether the seed coming from 
Riga la of the beat fibre type. Prac¬ 
tically all of the flax grown In Russia 
from Moscow northward Is cultivated 
primarily for fibre production, the 
seed being of secondary consideration, 
while the greater portion of that from 
Moscow southward la grown primarily 
for seed production, fibre being saved 
from §ome of the best of ll In some 
localities where atralne more nearly 
approaching the fibre type are grown. 
Seed from a wide region reaches the 
market from Riga, and whlli moat of 
It la of the fibre type It Is usually 
more or leas mixed, and some of It la 
of the seed type. 

"While fibre flax and seed flax both 
belong to the same species, as is the 
case with ordinary eight-rowed field 
corn and the most highly developed 
types of table sweet corn, these two 
types, from an agricultural point of 
view, art quite distinct It would be 
possible to obtain a good fibre flax 
by several years of selection from 
seed originating In seed flax fields, 
md.- conversely. It would bo possible 
to elect seed from a fibre flax field 
and by aeveral generations of breed¬ 
ing develop a good type of seed flax, 
but It would be Impossible to raise 
satisfactory flel,* of fibre flax from 
the ordinary seed of seed flax as It 
may be purchased on the market. 

"If the seed which you bnve obtain¬ 
ed front Russia Is of a more highly- 
developed fibre type. It la improbable

In s letter to the New York Tribune 
s citizen of the United State# writes 
of ins “British Spirit'' after an exper¬ 
ience of a year a residence In Loudon 
as follows;

Britain haa ael herself to pertorm, and 
la performing so well. Naturally, we 
expect nothing better from Britain's 
foes; the ignorant savages, who In 
their blindness bow down to the Kais¬ 
er- Britain's faithful allies hava 
been unsparing In their tributes of ad¬ 
miration of her faithfulness to them 
and her splendid achievements up to 
the present time. The yellow press, 
the disappointed contract hunters, the 
cads with unsatisfied ambitions, and 
the political aoreheeds, who see In Bri¬ 
uln s extremity/ a possible opportuni¬ 
ty to advance their ailly or petty fads, 
and at all events to keep themselves 
before the public enjoy an unseemly 
and unenviable monopoly of the Snarl- 
tug oustuess. Look at the length of 
Britain's far flung battle line. The 
critics only see the comparatively 
short but desperately contested front 
held by the British troops in Belgium 
and France. More sane observes see 
Britain engaged upon a battle front 
extending ail around the world. Tbe 
British Navy n«a prevented France 
from being blockaded, and saved both 
Kugland and France from Invasion by 
sea. Today It la still protecting the 
British and French shores, blockading 
tbe North Sea coasts of Germany, 
Sweden and Denmark. It haa reduced 
the submarine warfare of the war 
sons to Insignificance; It la effectively 
guarding tbe Sues Canal and Egypt 
against a very real danger; It is as¬ 
saulting the forts of the Dardanelles, 
bolding the treacherous King of 
Greece In check; keeping the second 
biggest navy In ths world In Innocent 
desuetude. It ba*»*wept the h'gh 
aeaa of German shipping and paralys¬ 
ed German commerce All Hhe Ger¬ 
man colonies but one have fallen to 
British arms, and that one Is failing. 
The British army la fighting not only 
with beasts In Belgium and Northern 
France, but with Turks In Gallipoli, 
the Euphrates valley, on the Turro- 
Egyptlan border, and In iho country 
bock of Aden. It Is landing troops 
In Greece to go to the aid of Bervia. 
Boon the British troops will have to go 
to the rescue of ths American mis¬ 
sions! ies and their converts in Ar- 


States, but as matters now are, this 
might be embarrassing to tba Teuton¬ 
ic friends of Mr. W. J. Bryan and Mr.

The 
general says the total population upon 
which the allies can draw Is 739,000.- 
000 . aa compared with 156.000 ,000 who 
owe allegiance to the Kaiser. Francis 
Joseph and the Sultan The end la not 
yet, but It Is sure, in spite of all that 
our enemies can do abroad, aud our 
traitors can do at home. 

In the meantime British diplomacy 
has Us hands full from United States 
eastward to the Far Fait. British 
statesmanship Is grappling with Indus¬ 
trial wsr sod financing all civilization 
for the war; and tha not on of shop¬ 
keepers" Is still getting a fair share of 
the world's trade.

Involving payment of vast Indemni¬ 
ties by tho subject nations, may be 
realized. On the other hand, it may 
not. In such rases. Turkr-y and Bui 
garla will have to share with Gcrmnny

The pitiful thing Is that on the way 
to ruin the people. Turks and Bulgurs 
are being led to the slaughter house 
by their rulers In opposition to their 
own desires.

The medical properties of garlic 
were welt known In our grandmothers' 
days, and no garden was cunsldered 
complete that did not make provision 
for medicinal herbs. Including garlic. 
Hut the medical lore of women has 
almost died out. While travelling In 
France recently an array doctor found 
an old peasant woman carrying a 
bunch of garlic. She said she rubbed 
pieces of garlic on sores and founJ 
that they cured them. Native apoihe- 
carlea In India effect cures by using 
It as a plaster Garlic Is a popular 
article of diet In Southern Europe, 
and lu pungent flavor mny be detect¬ 
ed any day when passing through the 
foreign quarters of our cities- The 
discovery or Its antiseptic properties 
has enhanced its value. English drug¬ 
gists now order It by the ton where 
formerly they only stocked small 
quantities. The Juke costs about aix 
cents an ounce, it is obtained by 
crushing the vegetable. Tho Juice Is 
then filtered, diluted with three to 
four parts of distilled water, and ap¬ 
plied to the wound with a syringe.— 
Toronto Globe. 


Count Okuma, Premier, Telia Corres¬ 
pondent All Possible Aid Will 
bo Rendered Allies 
While Japan will be unable to send 
troops to tho European theatre of wrfr 
she will gladly assist the entente al¬ 
lies as tar as sho can financially, and 
K-nd them the support of her arsen¬ 
als according to Count Okuma, tbe 
premier, who was Interviewed at 
loklo by the Paris Matin's corres¬ 
pondent. 

"There was talk last November 
of Japanese forces fighting in Eur¬ 
ope," Count Okuma is reported to 

have paid. 

"To have done that we should 
have had to send 400.000 men ex¬ 
pecting to lose 200.000 of them and 
replace them with 200,000 more. We 
have not the necessary transports 
for ws should have wanted 2 , 000,000 
tons of shipping, and our commer¬ 
cial fleet aggregates only 1,000,000 
In the race of these figures. Great 
Britain and France understand the 
Impossibility of operating. 

"Our sympathies being as strong 
as ever, we should wish to give 
France our financial support at least, 
•d thus perhaps hasten the end of 
tha war Japan Is not a great finan¬ 
cial power, but we have ceitaln re¬ 
sources. We have Just covered twice 
over a government loan of 30,000,000 
yen ($ 16 , 000 , 000 ) and that probably 
would make the Issue of a second loan 
till ult, but to prove our sympathy 
for France we would be happy to give 
our aid, however modest. 

"The impossibility of sending 
(roops westward does not prevent us 
from giving tho allies naval and 
military support. Our arsenals are 
mobilized as In times of mar. We 

f lay also the rote of sentinel In tbe 
ar East preventing our enemies 
from fomenting revolt among the 
warlike Mussulman people who 
might be tempted to profit from your 
IlfVlcnltlsa. We are doing everything 
necessary to guard against damage to 
the Trans Siberian railway whereby 
our supplies reach Russia. The prin 
clples back of all Japanese action Is 
that while our allies are lighting we 
shall not allow them to be attacked 
from behind."
